level of the uncreative When the non- 
producer is rewarded at the expense of 
the producer, incentive vanishes The 
Maixists would then achieve their objec- 
tives — there would, for example, be a uni- 
form standard of living — but the resulting 
society would be colorless, mediocre and 
incapable of excellenoe They very founda- 
tions of our culture would crumble for 
civilization was built by superior men 
and without superior men it cannot long 
be maintained 

Because nature compels men to exercise 
their peculiar longings and talents a total- 
itarian regime would be required to hold 
men in the quagmure of equality The

information that was available and should 
have heen conclusive in ly20 Ihe tactics 
that tailed then and failed every year since 
then are the tactics that are being used 
fodiy The most desperate exertions of 
devoted men and women (bomt" of virhom 
like the eloquent leader of the ISJO's, 
Alajor I'case, and his wrfe spent their 
whole foriune-5 in the effort and died in 
poverty^ never succeeded in halting oven 
for a moment the onem/'s relentless ad- 
vance They did retard that advance, so 
that now in 196^ we are at the point it 
which we would otherwise have been in 
1945 or 1950 But that point is the end of 
the road The net result is total failure 

It would take several volumes to analyze 
that failure It will suffice to note that

The tactics of 1920 are now an an- 
achronistic abstirdity 

In 1920, the majority of adult \nncr- 
leans believed in C hristianity and so did 
almost all ol the priests and mmvsters 
Today, all but comparatively few ' tra- 
ditionalist' Catholic and "fundamentalist' 
Protostant churches are occupied by pulpit- 
pinks and pulpit-punks who deny the divin- 
ity of Christ spout poisonous rant ibout 
' social lustjce " and with increasing fre- 
quency have hysterical fits in whn h they 
rush out into the streets to incite ripe 
and murder And so few ( hri=:tnns i e- 
main m the tiundav- morning clubs that tJie 
little shystei s almost never rcceu e in 
cilective reliukc Todij (. hristianit-i his 
iiecomo the faith of a bmnll mmoritv and 
It )s simply dishonest to pretend othci - 
wise 

In 1920 the AnieiKln f onstilutioii hid 
iliead. been undermined l)v the iliens 
v^ho wheedled gullible Vmern ans mto uoh 
bobbv-trips as the White Slivo \cl (orig- 
inally e lUod ' Income Tax' ) and the 
"1 odei -tl iteserve' swindle, and it had 
been even more sei Lously impaired by the 
hypocritical pretense that it wab some- 
how compatible with ' democracv' and 
with t>anny exercized t)y do-gooders Uyt 
it still retained considerable prestige, and, 
what was more important, the political

sjstoni was still one under which the 
harm that had been done could possibly 
be undone and repaired today although 
the word "Constitution' is regularly 
uttered with a sneer by the Warren Gang 
whenever it publishes an edict from our 
international masters, the \merican Con- 
stitution was. effectivel) abolished years 
ago Today it is dead and gone ind 
no amount of wailing and gnashing of teeth 
will alter that fact The proof of its death 
IS that it IS no longer possible to restore 
the Constitution by Constitutional means 

Most important of all in 1920 Amer- 
icans although they had tjeen seduoed into 
drunken follies by fat-headed do-gooders 
and hired traitors still had manhood and 
self-respect and they had clearly before 
them the great monuments of our uniquely 
noljle and uniquely powerful civilization, 
which had been created, and could be pre- 
served, only by the race called Indo-

iTi ing> Orienlil pirates while Ann rican 
s uloi s ind oliicers who had been tiieked 
into cnhstmt nt b\ the pi etense that they 
were to light tor the I'm ted 'lUTtes were 
kit ked starred md loitured month aftei 
month fni ilmost i veai v^liilc cabrous 
ilicns and tiaitors repicsenting the Amer- 
ican people groveled Ijefore the pirates 
ind ijegged them fji ieign to aw opt a 
ca=h lewaid iiid i l\ uig tontessioii ol 
American guilt 

A people thit can do that is not a 
nation ol mt n It it. a herd that has lost 
even the instinct ol solf-preiBrv ation 

\Miat IS leif Only tJie biological fact 
of race, the yet discernible vestiges ol 
our culture and the yet Iresh mt^mories 
of whit uc weie not long ago Those 
are all that ue have left iron which to 
create, it ug can, i new nation trj replace 
what we lost 

It IS, 1 know, sad and painful that we 
have lost so mu;h thai we cherished and 
loved But we cannot undo the past by 
wishing or pretending I loved my father 
but I cannot call him back to life, and 
if 1 were to pretend that he is not dead, 
I should merely prove nivself a coward 
and a fool unworthy ol his niemoiy and 
his namt 

V\hat lb left to ub here under the i.ast 
and lonely skies ol i continent thai our 
forefathers wrested trom the aboiigines 
and, with blood and sweat made into a 
mighty nation'' \Ve are not yet extinct 
We can still reasonably hope that we 
^v ill leaiQ descendants worthy of our 
ancestors 

One can seal cely visit the campus of i 
college or high school these days without 
seeing and smfUing the bands of unkempt 
voung derelicts that slouch about m the 
acadeiriic slums until they are graduated 
to the ' hippie" colonies in San Francisco 
and other cities They should cxeitc no 
astonishment They are preeisolv what our 
schools hive been working to produt e 
ever binee John Dewey and his gang per- 
fected their method of milking the tax- 
payers while sabotaging the minds and the 
moral instincts of children What rs re- 
markable IS that tfiere are still so many 
members of that generation who have not 
lost their self-respect 

Many of the ' hippies " of course are 
merely degenerates or weaklings, part of 
the refuse that organized societies in- 
variably produce and must sweep from their 
streets if life is to go on But, as our 
better journalists have reported there 
are some who have, not without reason, 
despairingly rejected the society that has 
been produced by the rape of our culture 
and the imposition of an alien morality- 
a bustling society of hollow men, with only 
emptiness where their souls should be

men v^ere lost to themselves — and to us

Urge number ot innitely dct cut and lulel- 
hgent \uung \mciican& who oonid be- 
come the elite ol a future thdt is ycl 
possible Thej in ike no melodram itic gcs- 
fiire'!, thei have thut= far watched in silence 
and jnt ertainty Hut they are inwardly the 
mobl disconttntbd oi ill 

The> watch in scorn when bdnda of younjj 
rabble pepped up with mart]u<iiia and ' 1 i- 
berai" jargon rush out to screuch about 
the war m \ letnar md the awful pos- 
sibility that some .weet little A'^iatics 
n ly be hvirt - willi never a word, ot 
course ibout the American toldiers who 
die ir that trap Ihose "demonstrations" 
are too obviously staged to create the 
impression that the Ooinmmiists are not 
delighted with their operation in V letnaiii 
But make no miiitake The real resent- 
ment arid anger i£> not in the litUe iriols 
of gesticulating ranters, it is in the hearts 
of the sober students who walk away in 
sUent '50orti lliey have t>een their friends 
drafted and know they will themselve& 
soon be drafted and shipped to the other 
bide of the globe not to tight lor their 
Country but to die in infested jungles 
merely to pro'vidc a gtiiig of thieves and 
intoiinatioraljsts with d flimsy pi ctext tliat 
thev are ' ti^htmg Comiriunism'' by making 
\mericaN taxpayers finance and equip the 
hordes that are killing their sons That is 
an obscene spectacle that no clear-sighted 
young mm can Ijehold without bilteinets 
in hi=j soul 

That ih one - but only one -of the caubes 
of the deep resentment that lies almost 
unnoticed beneath the froth of whit the 
press likes to call ' ferment," Among the 
herds that roam over every campus yon 
will still find 1 fairly large number of 
Students, intelligent joung men And women 
who, odd as it is commg to seeiri came 
to college to learn not to demonstrate 
and copulate Many ot them are puzzled, 
and some are bewildered, they are sure 
t:il onlj one thing, they are Sick of the whole 
mess 

They for example lind themselves try- 
ing to learn m college what any intelligent 
child can learn in the sixth grade, but 
which American children are prevented 
from learning by glib "educators" who 
(ire trying to create "equality " In their 
home towns they have seen at work the 
do-gooders who snivel about the "under- 
privileged" and then gleefully grab young 
children by the nape of the neck and 
rub their facea m tilth - to create ' 'equal- 
ity " And here m college, in many a 
required course, they must hear and recite 
once more as they have had to do every 
year since kindergarten the dreary drivel 
about "democracy" "social good,* 
' underdeveloped nations," "^one world,'' 
and all the other nnyths of ' 'Liberal'' 
Make Believe, and they see that the pur- 
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pose lis to excite in them a feeling of 
guilt because they belong to the only race 
that could attain power over the forces 
of nature - guilt because their ancestors' 
intelligence and courage raiaed them above 
the squalor of universal "equality * I hey 
parrot, as they must, the professor's 
gablile but what they feel is not guilt, 
but ariger And they are sick of "equal- 
ity ■ 

To enumerate all the causes that, in 
varying degrees for each individual, excite 
their digust and resentment would he to 
compile an inventory of all the shibbo!cths= 
and hypocrisies of contemporary society 
Their resentment has been accumulating 
for a long time iMt they repressed it until 
Oie ' educators" ejqposed themselves bv 
inciting riots and crime on the campus 

Not long ago, university piesidents were 
still rather imposing figures as they re- 
cited with rotund unction thephrises al)out 
' challenging opportunity to ser\e mankind' 
md meeting the needs ol a changing world" 
that had becii strung together by their 
speech-writers But the spectacle oi a 
little twerp cowering before a niotle\ gang 
of punks ot saiaget, that tw himself brought 
to the campu'; and subsidized with olhei 
people's money is one thdt cannot be 
1 or gotten 

Supposedly of course, most ol the ed- 
ucitors" wore taken b\ burpnse 

lo be sure the President of BrAndCis 
t'mver^ity, Dr Moms U Abram, proudH 
assured the ' Academy of Kehgion ^nd 
Mental Health" that the rioters pre- 
sumably including the vermm that occupied 
hi'S oi^n building for ten dayt, are engaged 
in ' a genuine revolution' to become ' true 
citizens of the world witliout boundaries' 
because ' 'they have absorbed well the ideals 
Wr taught them " But, so tar as the 
press has reported, Dr Abram is the 
only "educator" to brag that he and his 
kind contrived the epidemic by subtly and 
skillfully injecting tJae "ideal" germs of 
anarchy and destruction

What 15 Bignificint is what was done 
in a few institutions by young AmcriCdiiS- 
and when 1 use that word, 1 mean voung 
Americans descendants and heirs of the 
creators of the Western world, 1 do not 
mean all leatherless bipedfc that ' 're- 
gardless of race color, or creed,' hap- 
pen to be on our soil at the present time 
In some universities after Proxy Ph b) , 
LL D , etc , excluded from his own build- 
ing by creatures he had hired to come to 
the university as "Students,' had groveled 
and ' negotiated" for days, young Amer- 
icans losing patience with the deflated 
old wind-bag, simply went into the budd- 
ing atid hauled out the animated garbage 
Those young Americana are our last 
hope ot survival, They deserve what sup- 
port we can give them With luck and 
foresight they may recover the country 
we lost

and the strong survne 

That IS why there v. is lor so long 
no effort to foster n 'American youth 
movement It was not what was wanted 
by the good-hearted md white-haircd

he suffered no more injury than a slight

The modern university administrator has 
become the enemy of all serious and pro- 
ductive students On campus after campus 
across America he has allowed anarchy 
and nihilism to run rampant.

oau'^ed masbi^e destruction, brmging uni- 
xcrsitv activity to a complete halt Alter 
I week's delay Iiberil university admmi- 
sUatcrs finally called the police in to end 
the illegal ocijupation Less than i year 
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later the liberal Joint Committee on 
Disciplinary Affairs ended all discipline 
imposed upon the Colurnbia student rioters 
Sixteen suspended students including SDS 
leader Mark Rudd were permitted im- 
mediate readmission to the university 
SDS members were jubilent andproclaimed 
the committee's decision to lie a ' victorv " 
Columbia administrators also intervened 
in the legal pro section of those students 
arrested by police when they cleared the 
building Acting' university President Dr 
\ndrew Cordier requested that criminal 
tresspass oharg-es against 391 of the ar-

At the 1 niverbity ot Chicago, a group 
oi student anarchists took over part of 
the university and the liberal administra- 
tion REI-UbED to call in the police I eftist 
Chicago University President E H Levi 
in describing the decision commented that 
the I niversitv of Chica^ ' sought to 
handle its own affair es in a way consistent 
with its ideals *' "Its Ideals" apparantly 
cotifititiite such things as a hberal pro- 
tected anarchist take over of the uni- 
versity administration building for fifteen

No matter how much they are denounced 
by student anaichists liberal college ad- 
niimstrators are as much apartof the same

The primary cauae of this de- 
terloratliHi lies fully with our cur- 
rent city administration The facts 
are simple Out of hundreds of 
housing codes rigidly enforced 
against property cjwners by our 
admlnljitration, n{>t one single code 
exists pridilbltlne or hi any way 
penalizing a tenant tor even the 
most flagrant and base acts of 
destruction and vandalism To 
the contrary, while murderers, 
robbers, muegers, looters, arson- 
ists, so-called militants and other 
hoodlum elements roam our city's 
streets at will, and are seldom 
apprehended, and only Infrequently 
convicted for thetr crimes 
(allegedly due to lack of law en- 
forcement and court personnel), 
our city government has found 
little difficulty In hirlni throngs 
of housing code enforcement hi~ 
specters aided by no less than 
a recently atqulrod, compirterlzed 
data cKitrol center Property 
owners are currently subjected 
to open and unbelievably vicious 
prosecution and extortion Many 
are subject to Jail sentences or 
fined thousands of dcUars for de- 
fects found wltMn their tenants' 
quarters.

There are a certain number of 
criminal cases Involving mass

In return for then money 
Carlo e:(horts them from his 
Washington DC office to 
write then' Congressman and 
matis them a ahekly gotten up 
newsletter which reports on the 
restraining influence Liberty 
Lobby s titeless lobbyists 
supposedly exert on Capitol 
Hill s hellbound legisiatots 
The Clever Mr Carto 
But Carto! real gemus is 
revealed by a simple innovation 
which he himself introduced 
into the conservative fleecing 
business 

ft works like this Any given 
mailing list of conservative 
contributors can be hit with 
an appe^ for funds at most once 
a month Try to milk them more 
often and they balk saying I 
just gave to rfini outfit last 
weeki 

But give them a doien 
mailings each month, apparently 
from a dozen different worthy 
oi-gariiaatio** ^t difTeWnt 
addressed and many

It Because of our irrational 
prejudice against Negroes we 
have excluded them from full 
participation in American 
society, and, we ate told, this is 
America s loss 

The LesuQn of History 

In view of the fact that we are 
now being forced to integrate 
with the Negroes and grant thetn 
equal participation it might be 
instructive to look at other 
countries which have integrated 
with Negroes In the past to see 
what the Negroes gave them 
What IS the histonca] evidence' 

There is a wealth of material 
here for study in such places as 
Haiti Cuba Puerto Rico Brazil 
etc but the nearest parallel to 
the situation in the United 
States today is Portugal in the 
1 6th century 

It may come as a surprise to 
hear of the Negroes role in the 
history of Portugal for m spite 
of all the emphasis on Black 
Studies in our schools no one 
seems to want to talk about the 
Blacks' contribution to Portugal 
- neither the Portuguese, the 
Blacks, nor our modern 
historians who are rewriting our 
history hooks to make the 
Negroes look good It takes 
oonsidetBble digging m books 
wntten before our ini?dem em 
of forced integration to uncover 
the story of Portugal 

Poeta and Explorers 

By the middle of the 16th 
century Portugal had risen to a 
position analogous to that of the 
United Sutes today Portugal 



was the wealthiest most 
powerful country in the world 
with a large empire and colonies 
m Asia Afnca and America 
The Portuguese people were like 
the Elizabethans m England 
poets and exploreis — a race of 
highly civilized imaginative 
intelligent and danng men 
They showed great potential and 
had already made important 
contributions to the 
Renaissance But, unlike 
England and other European 
countnes Portugal had a large 
and rapidly growing Negro 
population, and at the same time 
Its White population was 
decbning. 

Portugal began the Negro 
slave trade after cncountcnng 
Megjoes in its explorations and 
forays into Africa Portugal 
brought the first Black slaves to 
Lisbon in 1441 and they 
continued to be imported m 
such numbers that by 1550 the 
population of Portugal was 10 
per cent Negro (the U S is 1 1 
per cent Negro today) 

Defilement al the Blood 

There was no tahoo or 
injunction agsinsi sexual 
relations with Negroes and the 
Negro blood soon became 
assimtltted into the general 
population through 
miscegenation so that today 
(here are no Negio^ as such, m 
Portugal The present-day 
population of Portugal is 
descnbed by the New York 
Tunes Encyclopedic Almanac 
1971, as follows "Ethnic 
Composition The people ate a 
mixture of vanous ethnic Strains, 
uicJuding Celtic Aiab, Berber 
Phoenician »^TO|hSli^ 
Lusitaniaa and other racial 
influences The present 
population ts one of the most 
homegeneous in Europe with no 
national mmonties (Note that 
the Negro strain is not listed by 
the Now York Tunes) 



What you can sec in Portugal 
today IS the product of a 
uniform, non-selective mixing of 
10 per cent Negroes and 90 per 
cent Whites into one 
homogeneous whole In effect it 
IS a new race - a race that has 
stagnated in apathy and 
produced virtually nothing m 
the last 400 years 

The Encyclopaedia Gritannica 
1 1th ed 191 1 m its article on 
Portugal slates The 

Portuguese intermarried freely 
with their slaves and this 
infusion of alien blood 
profundly modified the 
character and physique of the 
nation It may be said without 
exaggeration that the Portuguese 
of the age of discoveries and 
the Portuguese of the 17th and 
later centuries were two 
different races 

People Without i Future 

The contribution of this new 
race to civihzation m terms of 
literature art music 
philosophy science etc has 
been practically zero Portugal 
today ts the most backward 
country m Europe The illiteracy 
rate is 38 per cent (in the U S 
2 2% Soviet Union 1 5% 
Japan 1 0%) The infant 
mortahty rate in Portugal is 5S 2 
per 1,000 births (m Sweden, 
12 9 US 20 7 France 20 4 
Soviet Onion, 18) The workers 
wages are the lowest m Western 
Europe, the equivalent of a Uttle 
more than 32a day 

Portugal IS a forgotten land — 
bypassed by tourists and 
shunned by scholars It is a sad 
country, known mainly for its 
plambve mournful fado music 
-* >tiBitlt|j)»miB>te'«tM laaics to 
the past and sees no future 

Portugal and America 

In spite of the close similarity

What the final amalgam in 
America will be we cannot say, 
but if present trends continue 
the Negro element will be much 
more than 1 1 per cent 
Why Did Portugal Integrate''

engaged m the Negro slave trade 
but only Portugal brought them 



into her own country The 
question arises — why did 
Portugal so willingly accept 
racial uitegration with Negroes 
while other European countnes 
kept the Negroes out and 
maintamed theu" racial integnty'' 
What was the chmate of opinion 
the cuirent ideology, teaching 
or propaganda that led the 
Portuguese to depart so from the 
behavior of other countries' 
What was different about 
Portugal' 

You will not fmd any answer 
to these queitions in our 
univenities or m our modem 
history books and recently 
pubLshed encyclopedias for the 
whole subject of the dechne and 
fall of Portugal has become 
taboo You will have to dig into 
older sources and discover your 
own answers 

You might also ask yourself 
why Amenca is accepting racial 
integration while most of the 
lEst of the world is racist 
Why are we different^ 

The Role of the Jew 

One significant difference m 
Portugal before its fall in the 
16th century was that it had 
become a haven for Jews For 
several centunes the Jews had 
had more wealth influence and 
power m Portugal than m any 
other European country In 
1497 at Spain s request the 
Jews were asked Co leave 
Portugal or be converted Most 
of them became nominal 
Christians and remained 

However by 1550 many of 
the Jews were voluntarily 
leaving. They saw the wnting on 
the wall The Encyclopaedia 
Br*ta«Sia ifWttfcin of-«ig85) 
notes that even observeis 

like the Dutchman Cleynaerts 
saw that m spite of all its wealth 
and seemmg prosperity the 
kmgdom of Portugal was rotten 
at the core and could not last 

Amenca has also served as a 
haven for the Jews The Jews m 
Amenca today have risen to a 
greater position of power 
wealth and influence than they 
have ever had in any other 
country They dominate the

Western man has been guided 
in Ills upward stiuggle 
ttusfttfiotit Ac mUlenaia by nt 
inkerent will to-ordet It u «n 
essential aspect of our racial 
soul To mflry then. It seems 
natural that the best racial 
elements of our society should 
be the champions of law and 
order while the worst elements 
should be the principal 
proponents of disorder 
revolution, and chaos 

Yet as with most things 
there are hmils beyond which 
bhnd support of governmental 
authonty ceases to be a virtue 
and becomes mstead an evil 

The great question of our day

Americans More Servile 

History docs not help us 
much The conditions which 
100 years »go led our 
forefathers to decide that the 
hne had been crossed ate totally 
unlike those of today 

We could eaaJy justify the 
toleiation of unfair taxes of 
governmental meddling in our 
persona] affairs and mfnngemeiit 
of local prerogatives, rf we could 
thereby mam tain an orderly 
society m these vastly mote 
dangerous times 

Although we can admire the 
American colonista fierce 
intolerance of tyranny we, 
havmg become more servile and 
practical would not rebel under 
similar circumstances And if the 
issues troubluig us we le no mort 
burdensome than those faced by 
them the appellation 

responsible conservative 
would not be such an epithet of 
ndicule and contempt today 

Govenuneu as a UtUity 

In order to understand when 
the support of governmental 
authonty sto[» bemg responsible 
and becomes merely obstmate 
we must examine the basic 
premises d)i which any 
govenmtent't t^t to exist is 
founded i««i™ 

The ^prevalent view of the 
govemwient today shared by 
both hbetala and conservatives, 
It tbat It IS an expensive but 
necessary public utility whose 
principal functions are to 
maintain law and order mediate 
squabbles among the catizeniy 
and provide certain generaf 
services such as nationaJ defense 
mail debvery and a bureau of 
sveights and measures 

There is a diveisity of opmion

Not A Dime s Worth

In the most fundamental 
sense however right and left 
alike tegatd government from 
rhe ssrRt newpomt It is a 
dtspenser of largesse an oilet of 
the machinery of commerce a 
source of favors and pnvdeges a 
traffic cop and an errand boy 
Us role IS to help keep society 
rxjnning smoothly so each cituen 
can do his own thing with a 
mmimum of friction from othere 
who are doing their tiua^ 

The consecjuenoe of this 
libertarian concept of 
government is the catastrophic 
state of affairs which exists m 
the Western world today 

We plunder and poison our 
environment both physical and

System la Sick 

But this breakdown m 
opBrational function is only the

The Organic State 
Only so far as ^ state is 
identified with the vital interests 
of a people s it entitled to the 
allegiance of that people Such 
allegiance is then equivalent to 
loyalty to one s own kind, and 
such a state is organic m that its 
existence stems in a natural 
one could even say biological - 
way from a natural community 
Any racially self-conscious 
cituen finds himself subject to 
two allegiances that bindmg

Multuacialmn Is Absurd 
A government which claims to

The medium-sized bomb - 1 e 
an explosive device small enough 
to be concealed on the peison 
(under a coat or m a briefcase] 
hsndbag, thermos bottle oi the 
tike), yet large enough to do 
major structural damage to 
buiidmgs, vehicles etc - 13 one 
of the most useful tools in the 
arsenal of the urban guerrilla It is 
difficult to think of any 
significant revolutionary 
campaign in the 2Dth century 
which has not employed the 
bomb as a means for biuldmg a 
general chmate of unease and for 
undermining the confidence of 
the populace m the constituted 
authority 

Urban Amenca is made to 
order for the determined 
revolutionary antic d with a stock 
of mednim-sized bombs Skillful 
use of this important weapon 
alone, by a mete handful of 
mtcUtgent teironsls can virtually 
cnpple any major city in Amenca 
- at least temporanly 

Although there were more 
than a thousand bomb incidents 
reported m the United States in 
1970 they were scattered 
sporadic hit or miss 
uncoordmated and with few 
ejtcei^tions amateurish 
Nevertheless even bombing of 
that sort can have a cumulative 
non trivial effect on the pubhc 
consciousness A well planned 
campaign of bombmg can wreak 
utter havoc 

Bomb C Bpabihl tes 

A bomb containmg one pound 
of high explosive and capable of 
being earned in a small purse or 
concealed hy a folded-over 
newspaper can for all practical 
purposes destroy an automobile 
[ t can completely wreck an 



elevator or an average -sized 
office It can blow a respectable 
hole in a masonry wall It can 
rupture any gas or water mam or 
disable any power transformer 
pump, or generator if properly 
placed Even if detonated m a 
large lobby it can cause enough 
damage to windows doors 
ceilings and wall surfaces to have 
a profound psychological effect 

A bomb contauung between 
five and ten pounds of high 
explosive and capable of bcmg 
earned m an attache case ot a 
large haodbas at concealed m a 
No IQ grapefruit juice can can 
blast the entire facade off a small 
office buildmg It can do enough 
stiuctuial damage to the service 
core of a large skyscraper to 
disable all elevators and cut off all 
electncal power to the budding 
If left under the seat of a subway 
car over the front or lear axie, it 
can derail the tram and cause a 
maior subway tunnel blockage 
Construction 

For our purposes a 
medium-sized bomb has three 
components the main 
(secondary) explosive charge the 
prirnary cKplosive charge 
(detonator) and the hardware 

In this Note we will consider 
the most common case, m which 
commercial dynamite and 
blasting caps are both available to 
the bomber and only the 
hardware need be homemade 
Later Notes will deal with the 
improvisation of both secondary 
and pnmary charges 

The sketch shows the general 
layout of an electrically mitiated 
time bomb The only essentials 
other than the dynamite and the 
eleclric blasting ^ap are a 
flashlight cell and a watch 
(pocket or wrist) in reasonable 
runnmg order 

The watch is prepared by 
removing the movement from its 
case and drilling a small hole m 
the plastic crystJl at a point about 
halfway out from Ihe center The 
hole can also be made with a 
red hot sewinEt needle 

The snipped-off end of a small 
nail or brad is fined in the hole so 
that one end extends almost (but 
not quite) to the dial face and the 
other end projects about an 
eighth of an inch above the 
crystal A dab of epojty glue 
15 used to firmly cement the nail 
end in place (It is importdnl to 
avoid the use of any non-epoxy 
glue which does not set rigid > 




A short length of hjh( 
fleiible insulated wire is soldered 
to the upper end of the nad (The 
kind of wire used in portable 
transistor radios is ideal ) 

The lower end of the nail must 
be bright and clean It is scraped 
with a knife or a bit of fine 
sandpaper to be sure 

The minute hand is carefully 
removed from the movement and 
discarded ^unless a delay of less 
than one hour is desired) The 
edge of the hour hand is bcraped 
or sanded untd it is bright and it 
IS checked for a good contact 
with the nail If necessary the tip 
of the hour fund iscaiefully bent 
away from the dial a bit 

Before the movement is 
replaced in the case it is allowed 
to run down completely (unless 
the bomb IS to be used 
immediately) 

When ihe bomb ls to be used 
Ihe watch is wound fliMy and the 
desired lime interval set between 
the bout hand and the nail At the 
last possible moment the bared 
ends of Ihe wires from the 
blasting cap are twisted together 
with the wires from the flashlight

the past

On a surjny and pleasant 
Bhemoon throughout the northern 
state of Michigan the velvet was 
torn away frotn ttie mailed fi&t of 
the Pndwal anti Ctinst dictatorship 
A seller of some thirtv Tive raids 
arrests and interrogations occurred 
between the hour of five and six 
p M that afternoon 

The main thrust of the FBI raids 
i«as aimed at the farm home of 
Mr and Mrs Roben E Miles This 
farm has long been the open and 
pjblicly known headquarters of 
the United Klans of America It has 
hosted the uanous picnics outings 
rallies and debates attended by 
sjch widely spread anti Federal 
groups as the Klan the American 
independent Party the Patriottr 
Parlv Vouih Action the Palriots 
Tan Committee arid the 
Nationalist Troika ofSolidanty 

The igrtition point to ths raids 
was provided by the opposition to 
ths Federal program of child 
abduction known as FORCED 
SCHOOL BUSING In Pontiac in 
particular when the ire and 
rssi^t^nce of the parents reached 
the level that produced open 
wiarfare against the Federals THE 
DIE WAS CAST 

It IS believed by many that 
specially trained CIA provocateurs 
and agents were actually sent in to 
produce the excuse for the Federal 
raids For as you will recall on a 
Monday evening August ^Oth 
1971 some fifteen old unsafe 
dettajit and rare/y used buses 
■juciw T Vui. rf,to.j.*im and 
eipfosions at the Pontiac school 
depot durinfl the middfe of th^ 
night It was immediately charged 
that the ICIan was involved in the 
ad 

The bombing ot the buses 
product en electrifying effect on 
the aiea Contrary to Federal hopes 
and expectations n gave 
backtxine to the will of the White 
community to aland firm and fast 
It IS obvious that the intent of the 
CIA Federal provorateurs was to 
destroy the buses in A 
TOKENISTIC ATTACK Then 
capitalizing upon the distaste (or 
violence on most people s part to 



produce a massive Lets get 
together campaign through front

scene at Pontiac was one of 
PEOPLE POWER An oppressed 
[^iti^enry was renewed in its faith 
by the fire Protest oarades 
encompassed all sides ana 
positions on the Right 

Even the White Lett loirwd in to 
protest the Fedeial tyranny Long 
hairs loined with Klansmen 
Student anli war protesters 
marched alongside mottters and 
lathers RAISING THE PICTURES 
OF THE BURfvlED BUSES AS THEIR 
NEW EMBLEf^ OF PROTEST 
Children grew into adulthood and 
closed the generation gap m one 
sweep of the street The ranks 
were fast closma ir total 

In Washington nerves became 
frayed tempera flew Nfixon s 
subtle hand shook in an^er at the 
mistalces prrvluc^rl in the scenario 
of busing The word came down 
from the White House hard and 
clear Crdck down at any cost 
Deflect the pressuie or else 

Prominent annong the resistors 
to forr;ed busing was the 
outspoken publicly active and 
politically involved leaderof the Ku 
Klux Klan Robert E Miles His fight 
against the Federals had been 
established in many areas As a 
candidate m the 1970 fiflichigar 
state election> Miles garnerBft

over 20 000 vtptes funning for

The choice of the targets for the 
Federal raids was al^o bas«3 on 
the increasing popularity of the 
Klan tfiroughoui the state and 
especially on high school and 
coilBBe rampuses The 
groundwork had been Sftt 

THETEBFOn 

0ob Miles walked across the 
dirt ir^ad in front of his farrn at 
about 5 30 PM to get the 
newspaper from the meilpost The 
tiirt road suddenly gave up clouds 
^f dust as a large white Buick 
with three men came speeding 
ddwn this lean 

The speeding r^ar swerved 
around IVIiles missing him by only 
a tew feet and continued on up the 
road There as Miles watched 
another Red car stopped and after 
words were exchanged betweeri 
the vehicles the red car came 
down the road towards the farm at 
similarly high speed 

Miles ran irio the farm calling 
to Raimei lone of the Klansmen 
staffing the f^rm twenty tour houis 
a day] IVlilei and Reimer tan out 
into the yard leaped into their 
pickup truck and took off dftei the 
red car 

The chase took Miles nnd 




Reimet past a parked cat with a 
police antenna and finally down an 
old winding logging trail H/liles 
pickup truck moved slowly at first 
due to potholes in the road fallen 
tree limbs and debris As they 
proceded down the desolate lane 
in the r^ar mirror appear^ two 
cars entering the old trail behind 
them 

This was no place to be 
stopped by Federal agents For the 
history of recent months 
panitularly sinc^ June 197 1 has 
shown that any gioup which the 
Severn me nt terms as entremist 
suffered an amazingly high fatality 
rgte — before during and after 
arrests The TPIGGER HAPPY 
image of the FBI was just starting 
to emerge in all its neruous 
outlines 

The pickup truck lunged 
forward at top speed flying over 
hole^i and logs leaping out to the 
end of the trail onto the blacktop

At the same moment that this 
picture came into view Miles and 
Reimef spotted helicopters 
hoverintj above the road Another 
helicopter was visible over the area 
where the farmhouse was located 

Without hesitation both 
Klah*jTTen knew that the farm was 
in trouble The picCup sped 
towards the house underneath the 
dropping helicopter ignoring 
loudspeaker warning from above 
and the sounds of aolos racing 
behind them The truck dogoed 
hFBI cars and obstacles to thrust it^ 
way homeward into the farmyard 

Durins the chase after the red 
car SIX to eight FBI agents 
swooped into the farm from the 
opposite directioi> At high speeds 
without care for possible dangei to 
children or dnimals in the yarri 
they tore past the rriain house 

Running out of one set of cans 
FBI aqents pinnftj [he tendni 
occupam of the rear trailer house 
into handcuffs disregarding liis 
protests and pleas foi explanation 
THEV ENTERED HIS TRAILER 
WITHOUT A SEARCH 
WARRANT charged the lenani 
with being Reimer and seized his 
shotgun and rifle The FBI bullied 
and threaten&d his teenage son for 
asking questions abour what was 
happeninq to his father Shortly 
thereafter the Federal bully boys 
found out that they had made j 
slight mistake 

THE MAN SIEZED WAStilT 
EVEN A tiHEMBER OF THE KLAN 
He turned out to be j poor man 
who having been dispossessed 
from his own land had been 
hefn ended by the Miles family The 
poor (armei was pern^ined to bring 
his small trailer and family to 
remain free on the Miles farm until 
he and his family could gel back 
on their feet His crime wa^ 
SIMPLV BEING THERE 

The agents in other tars 
pyramided into stops atwut the 
main house five came to the door 
Id ranfront an astounded 
housewife and her two children 
Mrs Miles locked the dooi and 
refused them entry until they 
presented full identification papers 
She also tJemanded the right for 



impartial witnesses to be present 
during the searr^h of her house 

Tt^ agents fumed and fussed at 
the door alternately cajoling and 
threatening her and her children 
The oldest child a girl of 14 Elise 
had taken out her tape recorder to 
record the unbelievable dialogue of 
those who were supposed to be 
protectors of the people 

Up the driveway skidded the 
pickup truck to a stop 
Immediately FBI and state police 
intelligence agents semi circled 
the vehicle Out the passenger side 
of the pickup came Reimer hands 
in air Agents seized him spread 
eagled him and manacled hirrr 
after thaigmg him with being 
Robert Miles 

Meanwhile Miles came out of 
the driver s side ot the truck and 
was greeterf by ergrtE or nine 
agents with 357 Magnums held 
in both hands in shooting 
positions Orrfererl lo hold hrs 
hands up Miles was then searched 
and handcuffed The charge of 
violating the Civil Rights Act in a 
conspiracy relative to the Pontiac 
bombing was read to him into an 
FBI car Miles was then thrust 

SEARCH AND DESTROY 
Helicopters started larrding 
and some eighty to ninety men 
poured in and about the farm 
Lines of blockade were set up 
along the roads to prevent anyone 
entering or leaving the farm 

Picked agents with electronic 
gear entered the hous^ vyhose 
door had since been torn open by 
irate and impatient FBI agents 
Smashing the child s tape recorder 
trorr her iittle hands agents 
herded Mrs Miles and her two 
children fnto the front room 
threatening them if they even 
dared to get up 

Then the FBI fun began as they 
tore into closets ripperl open 
family photograph albums seizing 
as evidence pictures of Mr & 
Mrs fi^iles taken twenty years ago 
Clothes vvere ripped from hangers 
and deliberately walked over 
Names and addresses from 
Christmas card lists social clubs 
county Republicjan Party members 
— all of these were stolen by 
agents who thought they were 
lists of secret Klan Mem bers 

FBI agents searched walls 
floors and attics They dug up 
earth They pushed shoved and 
unloaded furniture They led 
people around like animals When 
an elderly lady came to be of 
assistance to Mrs Miles the 
hysterical Fed^ dumped her purse 
ond Its contents in the middle of 
the farm lawn 

When the Miles children ran 
screaming into the farm yard for 
hetp for their parents gnnmng 
and laushing FBI thugs urged 
Mrs IVIiles to try to go out and 
get them bar* AM the ^htts 
soma thirty AHIVIED AND 
DAIMGEROUS agents ringed the 
yard awaiting an eKcuse to use 
their vueapotiry on anything that 
nrtoved into the forbidden zCine — 
be It atlult child or farm animal 

There were amusing points to 
ihe laid which lasted for lour 
hours A quonset hut located 
behind the mam house had been 
the public meeting place of the 
Klan Mewspaper reporters had 
attendee! earlier Klan meetings and 
even taken photo^rahs in the 
quonset hut scieamin^ ^o his 
supenOrs It s here It s all here 

Here is their SECRET meeting

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place The superior $g&ni looked 
at fhe novice with a scornful

When The pickup truck was 
searched one agent came 
triumphantly out of the cab

The FBJ left speeding Miles and 
Reimer arvl all the goodies that 
they had serzed downtown ta the 
Fedeml building All f rearms and 
ammuiKtion had to be returned — 
sjncB THERE WAS NOTHING 
ILLEGAL AND NOTHING OF ANY 
CONNECTION TO THE BUS 
BOMBJNG FOUND 

OTHER TEFtROR RAIDS 

Other raids against Klansmen 
foLlowed a simiEar pattern One 
truck load of licetwed hunters was 
attacked whLle on a twar hunting 
expedition Thirty f^BI ears 
surrouniied the truck where it had 
t>ecn captured four hundred 
miles north of Detroit The agents 
swooped down on the truck a$ if it 
was a wagon train under Indian 
attack 

The men were seized at pistol 
point fon;*d to lay on the ^ide of 
the road nr^^nac^ed and never 
informed of iheir Constitutional 
rights Of who there captors were 
foi three hours Then they were 
driven back to Detroit during the 
middl* of the nighl and 
eurrepcniou^ly lodged m the fxiunty 
jail 

The hortres of the abducted 
hunters weie raided searched 
and stripped Doors were 
crowbarred off their hinges 
Carpeting w&s slit A four yeat 
old son of one of the victims was 
held in the driveway and 
photographed and questioned by 
FBI agents for fiflff an hour 
despite the tearful pretests of his 
pregnant rriathflr maida thft 
house Other pregnant wnves of 
the imprisoned hunters were

His flOCKWeU REPORT 
frequenlly took pot shots at the

called his group the American Nazi

One of the two fundamental 
princtples on which t^A is based 
IS what we cat) the personality 
principle This is simply a 
recognition of the fact that all 
human progress is the work not of 
the anonymous 'masses or of 

the peoi^e but of exceptional 
individuals This is true not only 
in art and music and science but 
m every field of human endeavor 

The personality principle 
dictates (hat a truly progressive 
human society is one so 
orgamied that tt gives to every 
individual an oppartunity to 
contribute to the progress of his 
racial community and that this 
opportunity increases in direct 
proportion to the demonstrated 
degree of abihty to so contribute

• Any group of at least five 
members in gMid standing who 
feel so inclined may — and are 
encouraged to — associate 
themselves to form a local Action 
Unit 



lliey may select a local leader 
by any means they (tesire and 
establish any sort of internal 
organizational structure ap 
propriate to their needs 

• When they have 
established themselves the 
National Office will announce the 
fact so that other members or 
non members in the area may 
contact them 

Ordmanly names of NYA 
members or supporters in a 
particular area will not be fur 
nished to Action Units in that 
area Rather the initiative for 
establishing contact and 
engaging in local activities will 
be left entirely to the individual 

• Discipline of an individual 
member rests for the present 
entirely in the hands of the local 
Action Unit with which he or she 
IS affiliated If the behavior of the 
members of any Action Unit is 
consistently such as to cast 
discredit on NYA the National 
Office will suspend recognition of 
that Umt and make a general 
atinounc«nent of the suspension 

• No Action Unit has any 
exclusive regional jurisdiction or 
authority that is two or more 
Action Units may exist 
simultaneously in the same 
community gr on the same 
campus 

• Although the National 
0«cewill suggest actrsfttle* and 
wnl endeavor t« prcfride an 
example by deed as well as by 
word lor all Action Units the 
initiative for action must remain 
with the tecal Unit and with the 
individual activist Individual 
initiative will govern not only the 
execution of specific action 
projects but also the choice of the 
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whole nature and range of ac 
tivities to be engaged in by the 
local Unit 

The one activity expected of all

Building a < ad re 

There are several reasons for 
the relatively large degree of 
autonomy which this policy 
allows to local Units One reason 
fallows directly from the per 
sonality principle The most 
immediate oi^aniiabonal task of 
NYA 15 to develop a leadershyi 
cadre of young activists capable 
of carrying the organization 
toward its revolutionary goals 

The most natural and effective 
way of assuring that these 
leaders are the tiest available is 
to allow free rem to the exercise 
of leadership qualities an the part 
ofevery NYA activist Those who 
nse to positions of responsibility 
will da so on the basis of 
demonstrated ability initiative 
and integrity — and nothing else 

In Ime wiUi«Uovnng the freest 
rem to individK;' initiative; no 
exclusive franchise fur NYA 
activity is given at this time to 
any Action Unit in any area This 
allows those who find the activity 
in a particular Unit too limited 
tor their taste to try a more 
ambitious approach if they can 
find four other members to go 
along with them 

borne Units will naturally be 
more active than others in 
particular fields such as AT 
TA( K^ distribution campus or 
community meetings or direct 
action against the System lliose 
memi>ers who feel more capable 
in one type of activity than 
another will find their way to the 
appropriate Unit 

\eed for Survival 

Another very cogent reason 
wljy ^fYA IS building itself more 
as a confederation of semi 
autonomous Action Units than as 
a monolithic hierarchical 
structure with clearl} defined 
chains of command is that we can 
thus operate more effectively and 
surely under the very difficult 
conditions which we will shortly 
be facing 

Anyone who beheves that any 
sort of tightly organized group, 
with as little defensive resouTces 
as NYA has at this time, can 
successfully engage in an ibegal 
conspiracy agaiut the System 
over an extended period is living 
In a dream world On the other 
liand the Systein must be -~ and 
c»a be— attacked What we must 
kuure is that when we make a 
mistake — and there will be 
miatakea — the System wiU have 
the least poutUe scope for ef 
fectlve retaUation

It IS a state religion complete 
with dn official protocol and a 
body of unchallengeable dogma 
Ever> political officeholder in 
America from the White Houae 
to the Hickstiurg town hall must 
solemnly acknowledge his 
unquestioning acceptance of this 
state religion and his un 
conditional respect for its taboos 
and tenets as » condition of his 
tenure of office 

In addition to the swarmitig 
masses of laymen who mindless 
ly and superficially believe the 
state religion also has its army of 
zealots fanatical adherents to 
the One True Faith who work 
unceajsingly to shore up the 
bulwarks of establish 
mentananism and to ferret out 
and extirpate heresy 

No Delusion 

Is this some wild daydream 
some reckless and irreaponaible 
exaggeration' Has your editor 
been taking haliiicinogenic 
ib^igs^ Let us see 

Most Amencans would deny 
thai we lie m f«k?t, hjwe an 

estaUlshed religion Yet oar 
more perceptive citiieos have 
been aware for a long time that 
there has been a gradual con 
solldation of liberal elements 
in government in the media in 
education m the churcheE and In 
our other institutions over the 
past several decades Along with 
this consolidation has gone a 
continuing shift ui policy toward 
what IS popularly called 

liberalism 

These phenomena have not 
been thought of in terms of an 
officially established religion 
however tor atleast two reasons 

Dictionary Uoesn t Help 

In the first place the puhhc 
understanding of just what 
makes the liberal lick is very 
limited To be liberal is fuzzily 
equaled with being broad 
minded or unprejudiced or 

tolerant 

Even by those with a con 
servative or right wing orien 
tation this definition of liberal 
IS enhanced only by the addition 
of the connotation soft on 
communism or socialist 
minded 

If we accept what the die 
tionary has to say on the matter 
that s all there ]s to it Indeed the 
dictionary specifically tells us 
that hberats are persons un 
bound by any orthodoxy or 
authontanan notions 

In the second place our un 
derstanding of what has hap 
pened to America is confused by 
conventional ideas as to what 
constitutes a rehgion 

Neo-Lltteraiism 

L*t US try to avoid the first 
difficulty by introducing the 
words neo litieral and neo 
liberalism This will help to 



remind us that the creatures we 
areexamuung although they are 
generaUy thought of — and think 
of themselves — as Uberak 
are sometbing adlogether dtf 
ferent from what Mr Webster 
had in mind 

Whatl! Religion'' 

Neo liberalism although it has 
no consecrated altars distinctive 
priestly vestments or other 
typically religious ' ac 
coutennents (not yet at least) 
IS nevertheless a religion It is 
so because it consists of a com 
prehensive body o£ beliefs or 
doctnnes constituting a world 
view which are accepted by its 
adherents because this ac 
ceptance is non rational in nature 

— 1 e an act of faith — and 
because its doctrines provide the 
faithful with a measure for 
ascribing ttie qualities of good 
and evil to persons in 
stitutions and ideas 

Raiism is Heresy 

There is no smgle scriptural 
authority — no little red tiook 

— setting forth the neo liberal 
creed in catechismal form if 
there were it would be inuch 
harder to maintain the anti 
autliontarian pretense But we 
all understand pretty well what s 
neo liberal and what isn t 

Egualitarianism is 
Racism isiutj „ Nof are 
'sextun mlmarism^ and 
nationalism 

On the other hand in 
temationalism is 

Democratic socialism is (but 
not National Sociahsm ) 

Philo semitism very defmitely 
IS — but that 'of course doesn t 
include philo-arabism 

Civil rights are but not the 
right to keep and tiear arms 

Black power gay power and 
Kennedy power are but White 
power isn t 

Bernstein vs Wagner 

Picasso and Chagall Sat 
chmo and Lenny Bernstein are 
Wagner isn t 

Neither McCartbyism nor 
Stalinism are acceptable but 
Maoism Trotskyism and 
Marxism if not openly accepted 
are at least looked upon with 
tolerance 

Ecology has neo-liberals all a 
titter for the moment It is dif 
ficult to take their concern very 
seriously however since it is not 

— cannot be — based on a 
recognition of man s organic 
relationship to the rest of Nature 

Human dignity ves honor 
no 

Nurture yes Nature no More 
so implicit in neo lilierailsin is 
faith in the infinite malleability of 
human character and ability — 
the perfectibihty of man through 
environment aione 

Selective Compassion 

Compassion is a great neo 
liberal virtue — but only when 
selectively aiqdied ietHtf Iturd 
world nations stniggluig to free 
themselves from Western im 
penalism for example — but not 
for Rhodesia in her effort to nd 
herself of British meddling for 
Soviet Jews but not for 
Ukrainians or Latvians or 



Hungarians for Lidice but not 
tor Dresden for HiUer s victims 
but not for Mao s or Tito s — or 
Dayan s 

And so on 

On the basis of these charac 
teristics [t IS tempting to accuse 
neohberals of bemg more in 
tolerant more bigoted and more 
narrow miniled than the rest ot 
us It we exclude Jewish neo 
litierals from consideration for 
the moment however it is 
probably accurate to say that 
neo liberals have about the same 
distribution ot character traits as 
the rest of the populatiiin They 
are displaying no more self 
righteousness and intolerance 
than any other group of True 
Believers who m other periods of 
history have found themselves in 
position to crack the whip 

More Hypocrisy Today 

Intolerance has always been 
the norm for mankind and so we 
should not be surprised to find the 
same sort of rules applying m 
30th century America which 
applied in 15th century Spain or 
J7Ui-t.entury Massachusetts 

What IS different today is that 
there is so much more hypocrisy 
in the air than ever before in the 
history of the Western world that 
it IS much more difficult to see 
where thmgs really stand This 
difference is the consequence of 
the overwhelming Jewish role in 
ne<i4iberet aSain 

We Westertierg have generally 
been pretty straightforward 
about our beliefs When we felt 
that heretics ought to be burned 
we came right out and said so 
Then everyone knew where 
everyone else stood and could 
plan accordingly 

But Orientals — and the Jews 
are an Oriental people -~ are 
more subtle Deceit is a game 
which they play much more 
naturally and skilfully than we 



the beast but where it is headed 
The neo liberal establishment 
1^ given us plenty of clues for 
both purposes 

We have said that neo 
liberalism is a rekgmn Let us 
call to mind a few recent in 
stances of neo-bberal behavior 
which suggest nothing so much as 
the activities of the Holy Office of 
yesteryear Only the rack fire 
and tongs are lacking to make the 
analogy perfect — and neo- 
liberals are burnuig the midnight 
oil to correct that deficit 

Dr William Shocfcley s ex 
perienee with the neo liberal 
temple guard is particularly 
uistructive Shockley a Nobel 
award winning scientist has for 
the past several years been 
urging his colleagues in the 
scientific community to un 
dertake the serious investigation 
of racial differences in in 
teiligence 

The reaction of neo liberal 
scientists has been vitriolic and 
hysterical Shockley is touted 
down by audiences at usually 
staid and proper scientific 
conferences He is heaped with 
hate inspired pergonal abuse and 
treated like a leper by other 
participants 

\ostalgia for the Stake 

At a meeting of the Amencan 
Psychological Association ad 
dressed by Sbockley last Sep- 
tember >0M -neo I[blt>«l 
psychologist Or Edward 
Scatilon piously lamented that 
there isn't a Jaw to prevent 
Shockley from advocating 
racistn' and fascist ideas 
'It s too tiad there are no longer 
heresy trials for scientists who 
have either gone senile or mad 
the orthodox Scanlon comtnented 
to reporters 

Shockley s experience :s 
typical rather than imique Dr 
Arthur Jensen the Berkeley 



psychologist whose research led 
bim to the conclusion that there 
are indeed very substantial 
hereditary differences in in 
teiligence between Blacks and 
Whites had tc fight dawn an 
attempt by other faculty mem 
tiers to drum him out of the 
University of Cah forma 

tree Speech at Berkelev 
g, Harvard 

His automobile was vati 
dalized his bfe was threatened 
and he had to hold his classes in 
secret to avoid disruption by 
outraged neoJitierals 

The prestigious Harvard 
Fducational Revieu at first 
refused to print the results of 
Jensen s research then later 
would print them only when 
bound together with several 
papers by neo hberals attacking 
Jensen as incompetent and 
biased 

Cynics may find it ironically 
amusing that these fanatical 
imitators of Torquemada are the 
shnllest advocates of academic 
freedom wlien not howling for 
the blood of some heretic or other 
— ! e some racist or

FGAN Bombs (1| 

When commercial or military 
explosives are not available an 
improvised explosive winch is 
often very useful ts fertUizer 
grade ammonium nitrate 
(FGAN) This material is very 
cheap very safe and very 
readily available in large 
quantities without red tape or 
questions for the purchaser 
Under the proper conditions it is 
a powerful high explosive 
suitalyle for medium sued as well 
as large Irambs 

PGAN IS sold in 100-lb pSasix 
lined paper sacks by practically 
all seed and feed stores catering 
to farmers particularly during 
the spring and summer months 
It IS not ordinarily handled by 
urban lawn and-garden shops A 
IDO-lb sack currently retails for 
about t3 75 

One point to keep in mind when 
purchasmg FGAN is that am 
monium nitrate is an ingredient 




of a number of fertilizer mixtures 
containing other substances 
Such fertiiizers are designated by 
their percentage of total nitrogen 
content Look for the total 
nitrogen content on the latiel It 
should be between 33 and 34 per 
cent corresponding to am 
momum nitrate i^ 94 97 per cent 
punty Other so-called am 
moraum nitrate fertilizers — 
one rated at 19 per cent total 
nitrogen content for example 
and containing only SD per cent 
ammonium nitrate — are not 
suitable for explosive use 

Ammomum nitrate is a very 
insensitive high explosive The 
necessity (or strong confmement 
a powerful mitiatmg booster or 
tioth to insure -proper detonation 
has limited its use in medium 
sized guemlla bombs — although 
It was used with spectacular 
success by Red activists in a 
large bomb which destroyed the 
Army Math Research Center 
budding at the University of 
Wisconsin last year 

When used in sufficiently large 
quantities (more than too lbs 
say] strong confinement 
becomes unnecessary and 
complete detonation can be 
obtamed in a relatively non 
confining container such as an 
oil drum a barrel or even the 
bag in which it was purchased 
provided the FGAN has tieen pre 
sensitized and a sufficiently 
powerful booster is used The 
most common sensitising agents 
are hydrocarbon oils or waxes 
although many other substances 
— such as powdered charcoal — 
have been used successfully 

Medtum-siied boml)s (10 lbs or 
less of FGAN) usually require

Ing a character-structure wMch 
pleases the needs and expectations 
of the upper class Very many 
of the people In the drug culture 
■will not be able to make the trans- 
ference to a new, authentic middle 
class maturity They will flip out 
for keeps 

Middle class youth is restive 
because no^^ the middle class is 
no* beginning to realize that it is 
quite capable ot taking over the 
means of production, that It no lon- 
ger needs the ufper class Thenew 
right is, In large part, a fight 
to bring into being an authentic 
middle class, a middle class which 
no longer need"; the bourgeoisie, 
Just as (he Iwurgeolsie long ago 
realized that it no longer needed 
the nobility Marx takes an apo- 
calyptic leap (characteristic erf the 
new secular faiths of our centurj) 
from the bourgeoisie to the prole- 
tariat He does this because he

Proletarians do not have the skills

The editor of STATECRAFT, 
C.B. Baker, was privileged to at- 
tend the New York reg;lonal meet- 
ing of tlie National Youth Alliance. 
The meeting ivas held on February 
1, at the Taft Hotel In Manhattan 
In New York City. Representatives 
from over twenty colleges 
attended, and an overflow crowd 
barely managed to squeeze In, 

Getting into the meeting was 
quite a problem, as detectives 
searched the briefcases of each 
entering person. It seems there 
was a bomb threat made on the 
meeting by a group of left wing 
militants. The meeting was also 
filled with black power spys, C.I, A. 
agents, and representatives of New 
York City's Liberal Thought Con- 
trol Department, NYA monitors 
also stood guard to prevent any 
leftist thugs from disrupting the 
meeting. 

The most brilliant speech at 
the meeting was made by Dennis 
C, McMahon, eighteen year old 
National Vice Chairman of the 
National Youth Alliance. As 
McMahon spdke the black power] 
spys in the audience trembled with ' 
obvious fear. He stated that "the 
day of black power savagery is 
over." McMahon warned that "If 
a few heads have to be spilt, so 
be it." His speech marked a 
new point of militancy within right 
wing youth groups. No longer 
will Y,A.F, be the only right wing 
organization on the college cam- 
puses. McMahon is a former 
member of Y A.F. who left in 
disgust over thelrpantv-wast« tac- 
tics. He helped form the Youth 
for Wallace, which has now be- 
come the National Youth Alliance. 

McMahon struck out at the mas- 
sive drug abuse sv/eeplng Am- 
erica's campuses. McMahon 
stated "drugs are being used as 
a new left tool. They get the 
kids hooked on pot then get them 
hooked up on Red revol-ition." 
McMahon added that "drugdealers 
are the pied-plpers of America, 
They are leading our youth doivn 
theroad^o obllvlan and destni^-

Sullivan also at- 
tacked the left front S.DS. White 
Trash. He said "if they take 
a buUding by force, we will re- 
move them by force." Sullivan 
stated that the NYA must act to 
give the decent students a chance 
to attend their classes unharmed 
and unmolested by reds and black 
front tliugs. Later, a Long Island 
paper, the red press News day, 
attacked Sullivan for his cour- 
ageous stand, Newsday obviously 
prefers a surrender to liberal 
totalitarianism and its S.D.S.

Sullivan also spoke on regional 
and state affairs for the New York 
area.

there was a completely free ex-. 
change of opinions, unlike Y,A.F. 
At the end of the meeting the 
e lltor of STATECRAFT was asked 
t) deliver a short Impromptu 
speech on the subject of propa- 
ganda. As Mr. Baker spoke, three 
TV cameras recorded his action. 
Mr. Baker stated that every NYA 
member should become a little 
agitator in the streets against lib- 
eral tyranny and S.D.S. take-overs. 
He stated "it Is the job of every 
NYA member to act as a propa- 
gandist for the philosophy 
of America's productive element." 
He pointed out that without an ef- 
fective propaganda organization, 
political efforts would be futile.

George Wallace, the ex Governor of Alabama 
and ex-csaidldate for President, doesn't know 
about it, but his former youth organVation has 
turned into a budding Hitler youth movement. 

It happened almost without anyone knowing 
about it. In the way things happen where Nazis 
are concerned. 

The founders of Youth for Wallace had every 
intention of keeping the organization intact un- 
der a new name, National Touth Alhance. But 
they made the mistake of gettmg obligated fi- 
nancially to Willis Carto, founder of the Liberty 
Lobby and mastermind of the new neoNazi 
movement m the U. S. 

The takeover of the Wallace youthjuove- 
ment was clinched at a regional NYA l^rfSership 
conference, Jan. 25, at Conley's Mpirel outside 
Monroeville, Pa, Carto sent CnciyrB. Dan, fig- 
urehead president of Liberty Lidoby. a neo-Nazi 
front, to address the~mormijgr se 

The evemng session was takeover by the 
Francis Park er Ygckey.J &Iovgyrfent- named for 
the patron'sairiFof the neo-p^Szt movement, with 
Carto himself as the guMt of honor,

Most of the National Youth Association lead- 
ers were patriotic conservativos. They were 
stunned when they found their meetmg room 
hung with Nazi banners The assembled neo- 
Nazis even showed off their coilection of Nazi 
war relics. 

The meeting began with the singing of the 
Nazi anthem, the Horst Wessel Lied, followed by 
a series of strident speeches One highlight of 
the evening was a telephone report from Revllo 
Olirer, a notorious anti-Semite, >vho couldn't be 
pr( sent in person. 

After this frenzied evening, the National 
Yo ith leaders tried to cut loose from Carto. He 
reflised to be severed. First, he demanded that 
they turn over to him all the organization's as- 
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sets He claimed that NYA was a branch of Ac* 
tion Associates, one of the many front groups 
he controlled. 

On March 5, Washington police received a re- 
port from John Acord, the NYA chairman, that 
Carto allegedly had broken into ISiYA headquar- 
ters and taken a file cabinet. Acord did not, 
however,, press charges. 

Not long afterward, the Post Oi'^fice received 
notification from Carto that the National Youth 
Alhance had changed its mailing address to hig 
own headquarters at Liberty Lobby Acord hur^ 
ried down the Post Office with affidavits from 
NYA officers declaring that this was not true, 

This episode was followed by brief legal ma- 
neuvering. The NYA leaders, however, couldn't 
raise the funds to continue the fight. They re^ 
signed en masse after sending a letter to local 
NYA leaders, explaining their action. 
* * * 

The letter didn't mention the neo-Nazi nature 

of the takeover. It merely identj[i!ied the rival 
group as "older people." 

"This group of older people, who have been 
providing much of the financial contributions to 
the NYA," explained the letter, "suddenly de- 
clared NYA to be a committee of Action Associ- 
ates, Inc, a connection of which we had nevei: 
heard. 

"When we refused to accept this control, out: 
bank account was frozen and our mail stopped. 
Legally and morally, we were in an unassailable 
position PracticaUy, however, we^Mimd ourselves 
up the proverh*«rfcreek, finanel^ly,'

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Neo-Nazism in the U.S.

This column has now i>enetrated the Mafia- 
hke secrecy of a sinister, neo-Nazi movement that 
seeks to overthrow the U. S government Already 
it directs an $850,000-ayear lobbying campaign 
on Capitol Hill, publishes one of America's fa- 
mous old magazines, operates a publishing house, 
controls a dozen front organizations and last 
year handed out $90,000 to candidates for Con- 
gress.

Thpy call their subterranean society th e Fran - 
cis Parker Yockey Movement, lurfned for"a"fie5- 
Nazi philosopher who committ^ suicide in a San 
Fancisco jail cell in 1960 But they take their 
credo, as Yockey did, fronr Adolf -Hitler, whose 
birthday they plan to c^J^rate with secret rites 
<Hi Sunday.

They sing the ojrf Nazi songs, hoard Nazi war 
rehcs and display the swastika at their meetings 
Their slogan "Was mich nicht umbringt, macht 
mich starker" ("What does not destroy me makes 
me stronger"). 

They seek the overthrow of democracy in the 
United States, the umfication of Western Europe 
imder a neoNazi dictatorship and an Armaged- 
don Avith Russia Just as Hitler boldly set forth 
his aims in "Mem Kampf," Yockey outlined his 
strategy for resurrecting Nazism in a psuedo- 
philosophical book called "Impenum" 

Yockey concluded m his book "The soil of 
Europe, rendered sacred by the streams of 
blood which have made it spiritually fertile for 
a millennium, will once again stream with blood 
until the barbarians (Russians) and distorter^ 
(Jews) have been driven out" 

Vriie Francis Parker Yockey Movement was 
formed after his suicide by the last man to see

Carto, /rnio published "Impenum," has re- 
cruited true believers into the Francis Parker 
Yockey Movement. 

A darkly handsome man m his early 40s, he 

has never allowed himself to be photographed. 

Hr manipulates his front groups with a hidden 

y^5ut iron hand by controlhng the purse strings. 

The most powerful front is the Liberty Lobby 
which, say insiders, raised $850,000 last year. 
Through the Liberty Lobby, Carto furnished re- 
search and wrote speeches for a dozen members 
of Congress He had almost the entire South 
Carolina delegation eatmg out of his hand, in- 
cluding Sen Strom Thurmond, Rep Mendel 
Rivers, Rep Albert Watson and Rep W. J Bryan 
Dorn 

Several Louisiana Congiessmen were also 
patsies for the neo-Nazis, including Rep, Otto 
Passman, who signed a letter sohciling subscrip- 
tions to the Liberty Lobby's newsletter, Rep. Joe 
Waggonner, Jr, who accepted a "Statesman of 
the Republic" award from Liberty Lobby; and 
Rep John Ranck, who spoke at several Libeo^jg 
Lobby raUies Others who accepted awaids and 
gave speeches for Liberty Lobby were Reps E, 
Y. Berry of South Dakota, John Dowdy of Texas, 
James Utt of California and John Bell Williams, 
who quit Congress to become governor of Mis- 
sissippi last year.

Dirkoen did exactly what Kluekholn and the 
liberty Lobby have been hoping to do, by at- 
icli^ing the New York Times and its reporter, 
Netl fc-beehan, for digging into the manner in 
which Otto Otepka raised the money to pay his 
attorney, Rogei Robb, plus other defense ex- 
penses in his battle against the State Dept, The 
depaitment, under Dean Rusk, had dropped 
Otepkn for leaking classified information on 
Walt Rostow and others to Sen Dodd (D-Conn >. 
Rofitow was National Security Adviser to Presi- 
dents Kennedy and Johnson.

President Nixon has now promoted Otepka 
from bis former $14,000 job In the State Dept. 
to a $06,000 ]ob on the Subversive Activities Con- 
trol Board By so doing, Nixon rebuffed his own 
Secretary of State, William P Rogers, who re- 
fused to reinstate Otepka Robb, Otpeka's at- 
torney, has been promoted by Nixon to the U S

If Dirksen's angry Wast at The Times stands ' 

as a precedent, it means that newspapers can- 
not report on the activities of a Presidential 
appointee facing Senate confirmation without 
risk of being attacked in the Senate. This Is 
exactly what Willis Caito and Frank Klucldioln, 
with their "press ethics" committee, are trying 
to accomplish 

Kluekholn had a spectacular career as a 
Times correspondent, bemg jailed by the Bntish 
in Africa, arrested and deported by President 
Peron of Argentina. U. S. Ambassador George 
Messersmith in Buenos Aires sent a 20 page 
report to the State Dept after the Argentine 
incident, calling Kluekholn inesponslble and 
unbalanced. 

Eased out by The Times, Kluekholn got a job 
under John Foster Dulles in the State Dept , later 
switclied to the Republican National Committee, 
where he worked for four years. 

During this period Kluekholn ghosted two of 
tJie most seumloUB anthJohnson books— ''"Kie 
Inside on LB3" and "Lyndon's Legacy"

Jack Anderson, associate of Drew Pearson, contacted a 
Bureau representative and advised that there were a number of youthful 
former members of the Youth for Wallace movement who had become 
disillusioned with the Nazi involvement in this movement and began to 
speak out against the activities of the Youth for Wallace group. These 
alleged young members also belong to the National Youth AlUance. 
According to Anderson, because these individuals have left the ranks 
of the so-called Nazi groTQ), they have been threatened by other members.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP) 



According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics, and the destiny of the 
black coinmunity. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, 
BPP Chairman, and HUPjY P. Ni^WTON, BPP Minister of Defense. 
NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years 
on a conviction of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Ocikland Police Officer. 

The official nev;spaper, "The Black Panther", 
which further describes itself as the "Black Comra\mity News 
Service", states that the BPP advocates the use of guns acid 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end 
oppression of the black people. Residents of the black 
community arc urged to arm themselves against the police v;ho 
are consistently referred to in the publication as "pigs" 
who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1966, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education GEOKG>i' 
MASON MURPJVY, which ends with the follov;i:**g: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere I Arm yourselves. The only cul- 
ture worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change, 
Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black Pov7er< Use the gui . 
Kill the pigs everyv;here . "

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) , as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is 
an association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam, and to 
"radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students,- GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us."

PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY (PLP) 



The "New York Times" city edition Tuesday, April 20, 
1965, page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary 
socialism" was formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the 
name of the PLP, which had been known as the Progressive Labor 
Movement . 

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962, by Milton Rosen and Mortimer 
Scheer after they were expelled from the Communist Party of 
the United States for assertedly following the Chinese Communist 
line," 

A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP held 
its Second National Convention in New York City May 31 to 
June 2, 1968, at which time the PLP reasserted its objective 
of the establishment of a militant working class movement based 
on Marx ism- Lenin ism. This is to be accomplished through the 
Party's overall revolutionary strategy of raising the con- 
sciousness of the people and helping to provide Ideological 
leadership in the working class struggle for state power. 

The source also advised that at the Second National 
Convention Milton Rosen was unanimously re-elected National 
Chairman of the PLP and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, 
William Epton, Jacob Rosen, Jeffrey Gordon and Walter Linder 
were elected as the National Committee to lead the PLP until 
the next convention. 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor, " a bimonthly 
magazine; "World Revolution," a quarterly periodical; and 
"Challenge-Desaf io, " a monthly newspaper. 

The August, 1968, issue of "Challenge-Desaf io" sets 
forth that "above all, this paper is dedicated to the fight 
for a new way of life - where the working men and women own 
and control their homes, factories, the police, courts, and 
the entire Government on every level.** 

The source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP 
utilizes an address of General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn, 
New York, and also utilizes an office in Room 617, 1 Union 
Square West, New York, New York. 
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APPENDIX 
STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

A source has advised that the Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) , as it is known today, came into 
being at a founding convention held at Port Huron, Michigan, 
in June, 1962, From an initial ideological posture of 
"participatory democra<:y,'* the current line of the national 
leadership reveals an adherence to Marx ism- Lenin ism. Michael 
Klonsky, National Secretary, in March, 1969, called for the 
building of a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist movement. The 
program of SDS has moved from involvement in civil rights 
struggles to an anti-Vietnam war position and finally to its 
present advocacy of an ant i- imperialist line, linking up the 
oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America with the 
black liberation movement in the United States, China, 
Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as countries which are leading 
the world-wide struggles against United States imperialism. 
On the other hand, SDS regards the Soviet Union as an imperial- 
ist power and does not support the policies of that country. 

SDS maintains a National Office in Room 206, 1608 
West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper 
"New Left Notes" reflects the line of the national leadership 
and program adopted at meetings of the National Council and 
National Interim Committee (NIC). Three national officers and 
a NIC of eleven members are elected each year during a June 
National Convention. 

SDS Regional Offices and university and college 
chapters elect delegates to National Council meetings wherein 
program and ideology are debated, but each Region and chapter 
is autonomous in nature and is free to carry out independent 
policy and programs reflective of local conditions.
